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HOUSING SCHEME 
APPROVED ‘AFTER 
YEARS OF DELAY’ 



CAMPAIGNERS hoping to prevent a 
controversial development going ahead in 
Wards Corner have promised to continue 
their fight despite a significant setback. 

Developer Grainger PLC has been granted 
permission by Haringey Council to build housing 
and shops on the site above Seven Sisters railway 
station, in Seven Sisters Road. 

However, there has been widespread opposition 
to the scheme, which would see many buildings 
demolished, including one that once housed the 
historic Wards department store. 

And there are fears that other businesses, such 
as those in the bustling Pueblito Paisa covered 
market, will go to the wall as they will have to 
move during building work and then may not be 
able to afford potentially higher rents on 
their return. 

The Wards Corner Community coalition had 
applied for a judicial review of the council’s deci¬ 
sion to grant planning permission to Grainger. 

WCC argued that when making the decision the 
council had ignored its own policy documents 
and instead used an independent report commis¬ 
sioned by Grainger. 

The coalition also said that Haringey failed to 
carry out an environmental impact assessment of 
the proposals and they argued that councillors 
were misled about the likelihood of restoring the 
covered market in the Grainger development. 

The application had twice been refused by 
judges and despite appeals by WCC, those 
decisions were upheld at the Royal Courts of 
Justice last Wednesday. 

James Skinner, of WCC, said: “It is such an 
injustice that none of the judges engaged with the 
arguments our legal team put forward. 

“It means that Haringey’s poor planning 
decisions will go unchallenged. 
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“Scrutiny of council decisions is absolutely 
critical now as they push for more and more 
developer-led regeneration and ignore the needs 
of local communities.” 

But he added: “There is still a lot to do at Wards 
Corner - the fight is far from over. We are still 
calling for collaboration with the council and 
Grainger for a community-led solution for the 
site that meets everyone’s needs. 

“So many people have built their homes, 
businesses and communities around Wards Cor¬ 
ner and we won’t sit by and let this unique place 
be demolished.” 

Haringey Council leader Claire Kober said: 
“We welcome the judgment, which means that 
we can finally put years of unnecessary delay 
behind us and move forward with this major 
regeneration of Seven Sisters, which is central 
to Tottenham’s future. 

“It is our responsibility to act in the best 
interests of the majority of local people, many 
of whom have told us they support our 


ambitions and want to see Seven Sisters get the 
improvements it deserves. 

“We are excited that at last we can press ahead 
with breathing new life into our community and 
bring modern new homes, hundreds of jobs and 
the better mix of shops and markets that resi¬ 
dents want to see. 

“This development will become a 21st-century 
gateway to Tottenham and we look forward to 
working with the current traders - including 
stallholders in the existing market who are set to 
benefit from significant improvements - and the 
community to make these plans a reality.” 

David Walters, development director at 
Grainger, added: “We are pleased with the judg¬ 
ment which provides us with an incontestable 
planning permission. 

“We have worked extremely hard over the last 
few years to ensure the scheme will deliver the 
investment and regeneration that Seven Sisters 
so clearly needs and for which there is so much 
local support.”

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Opinions divided as Tory duo 
vote in debate on Syria crisis 


de Bois defies party line...while 
Burrowes backs Prime Minister

THE borough’s Conservative MPs were on 
opposing sides of the Syria debate last week 
when Nick de Bois broke with his party and 
voted against the possibility of taking military 
action against the Assad regime. 

The MP for Enfield North was one of 40 
coalition MPs who joined forces with Labour to 
defeat the government's motion to inflict a 
military strike against Syrian president Bashar 
al-Assad, who is suspected of using chemical 
weapons against civilians. 

“It was always a question of personal judgment 
for me,” said Mr de Bois, who is the secretary 
of the influential 1922 Committee, explaining 
why he was prepared to defy the leadership of 
his own party. 

“I weighed carefully the views of former 
senior military officers who convinced me the 
proposal for a military intervention was flawed.” 

The defiance of some Conservative MPs 
meant that headlines were dominated by 
discussion of David Cameron’s leadership, with 
rumours circulating that some party rebels 
would see this as the ideal opportunity to oust 
the Prime Minister. 

But Mr de Bois is adamant that for him it was 


never about inflicting a bloody nose on Mr 
Cameron and insisted that, in fact, if anything, 
the PM’s reaction to the vote has strengthened 
his position. 

He added: “Mr Cameron took the issue to 
parliament and was quick to respect the view of 
parliament. Whatever your views on this awful 
civil war in Syria, fair-minded people will, I 
believe, conclude that the parliamentary democ¬ 
racy process has been strengthened and Mr 
Cameron’s personal reputation, having accepted 
the outcome, has, I believe, emerged enhanced 
not diminished.” 

However, his colleague David Burrowes, MP 
for Enfield Southgate, was on the other side of 
the divide, and is convinced that Assad cannot be 
allowed to get away with gassing civilians. 

“I voted for the principle of humanitarian 
intervention to prevent further chemical attacks 
of which it may prove necessary, after UN 
inspection and resolution, to use military 
force,” he said. 

“My main frustration is that the message 
coming from parliament was one of inaction and 
sitting on the sidelines while a crime against 
humanity has taken place.” 

Labour MP for Edmonton Andy Love did not 
vote. His office had not said what he was doing 
by the time the Advertiser went to press.

Dispersal zone targets 
antisocial behaviour 

Six-month order is now in place across Southgate Green

ENFIELD Council and the police have 
launched a radical solution in responseto 
reports of spiralling antisocial behaviour 
in the south-west of the borough. 

Since Sunday, the whole of Southgate 
Green ward has been subject to a disper¬ 
sal order that will run for six months 
until March next year. 

The new order gives police the power 
to break up groups of two or more 
people if they believe their behaviour 
is causing a nuisance, harassment or 
distress to others. 

The police can then move people on 
and stop them from returning to any¬ 


where within the zone for 24 hours, 
unless they live in the area. 

The council’s cabinet member for the 
environment Chris Bond told the 
Advertiser that the ramped-up measures 
were developed after a spate of reports 
of antisocial behaviour in the area 
around Arnos Grove Tube station, in 
Bowes Road. 

“The council and its partners are com¬ 
mitted to making Enfield a safer place 
for everyone and we are confident the 
changes we are introducing in Arnos 
Grove will discourage crime, improve 
detection rates and make people feel 
safer,” said Mr Bond. 

He stressed that, along with the dis¬ 
persal zone, the council has invested 


thousands of pounds on a state-of-the-art 
network of CCTV cameras throughout 
the borough. 

As reported two weeks ago, traders 
and businesses in Bowes Road, near the 
Underground station, said they were 
reaching breaking point over groups 
of youths loitering in the area in an 
intimidating manner. 

Southgate Green councillor Henry 
Lamprecht, who has been leading calls 
for action, said he was relieved that the 
order had been introduced. 

“Hopefully, this will continue for a 
long time so we cannot just have this 
as a quick-fix, short-term solution but 
also it will have a lasting impact on the 
area,” he said. 


Teenager seriously injured in gang attack 


A TEENAGER was chased down and 
attacked by a gang of four men, who 
left him bleeding and beaten in an 
Edmonton alleyway. 

The 17-year-old was walking with 
two friends along Fore Street last 
Wednesday night when a white 
Vauxhall Astra pulled up next to 
the group. 

Four men leapt out of the car and 
chased the teenage down an alleyway 


beside Angel Corner Parade and beat 
him up. 

An ambulance was called to the 
scene at about 11.50pm and 
paramedics discovered the teenager 
lying in the alleyway bleeding from a 
serious head wound. 

He was taken to North Middlesex 
University Hospital, in Sterling Way, 
Edmonton, where he is said to be in a 
stable condition. 


The four suspects are described as 
black men in their 20s. 

One was wearing a black T-shirt 
and another was wearing a grey 
tracksuit top.

TWO parking officers threw 
aside their ticket books and 
joined a desperate bid to save a 
car driver’s life. 

Parking enforcement officers 
Berk Tankut and Orcun Adak 
were on duty in Hertford Road, 
Enfield, on August 22 when they 
saw police officers frantically 
trying to resuscitate a driver 
who had just crashed in the road. 

Parking attendant superviser 
Berk, 34, told the Advertiser 
how the two became involved 
in a desperate bid to keep the 
driver alive. 

“As we came to the junction 


with Nightingale Road we saw 
a police officer trying to drag 
a man out of a car that had 
crashed - and then we realised 
the guy had some kind of 
heart problem as the officer 
was trying to perform CPR,” 
he said. 

The first aider rushed to help 
and made sure that the driver’s 
airway was clear while the 
police officers attempted CPR 
compressions. 

Despite the fact the man was 
not breathing and had no pulse, 
the police officers and Berk 
refused to give up. 

“One of the officers said, ‘I 
am not giving up’ and he must 
have done around 200 or 300 


compressions and then the 
ambulance arrived,” he said. 

While Berk was delivering 
vital first aid, his colleague 
Orcun diverted traffic around 
the scene to avoid any further 
accidents. 

It is not the first time Berk 
has come to the rescue in 
the borough. 

He said he had made a bit of 
a name for himself in parking 
enforcement company NSL’s 
Palmers Green office. 

The team superviser added: 
“My nickname in the office is 
‘The Hero’.” 

The driver, who is believed to 
be in his 50s, is recovering in 
hospital.

Teenage victims of online trolls 


delivered a powerful message at 


workshop, reports Ruth McKee 


A GROUP of parents sit in a windowless conference room listening and 
frowning slightly as two teenagers reveal how cyber bullies can 
invade every aspect of a young person’s life - leaving some victims 
feeling “as if you just want to disappear”. 

The young victims talk fluently and with passion about the insidious nature 
of our online world. They explain how it can reach its tentacles into your life 
until it can feel that there is nowhere to escape to. 

And that even when you go home at the end of the school day, the bullies 
are still there, just waiting for you to look at your mobile phone or switch 
on your computer. 

St Anne’s Catholic High School student Elbe Huckle, 16, and 15-year-old 
Narise Joyram, from Enfield County School, 
were delivering a talk based on their own 
knowledge of cyber bullying. 

It formed part of Loving Social Media’s cyber 
bullying workshop at the Dugdale Centre, in 
London Road, Enfield Town, last Friday. 

The workshop, run by social media guru Garry 
Kousoulou, is the first step in the father-of-four’s 
bid to shape Enfield into a flagship borough 
leading the way against online bullying. 

Speaking after delivering her speech, Narise 
said that she was tormented by bullies who, she 
felt, preyed on her vulnerability and youth. 

Giving a measured explanation of how the 
tormentors slowly tore apart every aspect of her 
life, the schoolgirl and part-time jewellery 
designer detailed that at one stage the bullies 
faked a What’s App account in her name. 

By assigning her name and picture to a fake 
contact they were able to make it look as if 
Narise had been nasty about her classmates. 
“When I tried to explain to everyone that the

message had been faked, one of them said, 
‘Who has the time to make up a fake What’s 
App account?’. 

“But these sick people do - it consumes them 
- that’s what they spend their lives doing. 

“It was when I was being attacked in person, 
when the online messages merged with real life,

that’s when I got to breaking point.” 

It is the anonymity of internet trolls that Narise believes 
gives them their power. 

“Social predators can spot when someone is vulnerable, 
and when you are at your lowest ebb they use their influence 
over you for their own ends,” she added. 

The theme of sick individuals spending their lives trying 


to upset people when they are at a low point seems to be a 
common thread, as Ellie also revealed. 

Seemingly bemused by the callousness of some people, she 
explained that when her family’s pet cat died she was targeted 
on social media site Twitter by someone she didn’t even know. 

“Someone made up a Twitter account in the name of my 
dead cat and started targeting me,” said Ellie. 

While admitting that it didn’t affect her that much, the 
teenager thinks that it is a sign of how easy it is for some 
people to attack people they don’t even know. 

Ellie said that is purely to get a reaction from their victim. 

But both girls are adamant that banning mobile phones 
and computers or blocking certain websites is not the way to 
beat the bullies. 

“Cutting people off can just make you feel more isolated,” 
explained Ellie, who thinks that a much better way to tackle 
the problem is to educate adults in spotting the signs of when 
someone is suffering from cyber bullying. 

It is a message echoed by Garry himself. 

He told the workshop: “When a drunk driver crashes their 
car and kills someone, do we blame the car? Of course, we 
don’t - we blame the person. 

“And the same should be true of cyber bullying.” 

However, Garry wearily admits often the social media can 
seem like a many-headed beast and that as soon as parents 
have mastered the art of Twitter, another fad they haven’t 
even heard of raises its head. 

This is why the social media guru is advocating teaching 
parents the ins and outs of every site their children may be on. 

But he wants his campaign to be broader and he used last 
Friday’s workshop to unveil one of his latest strategies. 

Garry, who is also an optician, wants social media ambas¬ 
sadors in schools where they could act as a “safe adult” and 
be alerted when someone wants to report bullying in a confi¬ 
dential way. 

His plan is for these school ambassadors, whom he would 
be prepared to train, to be in schools across the borough in 
order to safeguard the welfare of pupils online. 

“Wouldn’t it be brilliant if Enfield could lead the way on 
this and stop anything like the tragedy of Hannah Smith from 
happening again?” added Garry, referring to a Leicestershire 
teenager who killed herself after being bullied online.

Police are fighting back 


RE: The front-page article “Fighting 
back” ( Advertiser , August 21). 

The following response highlights the 
work undertaken and the results 
achieved by Enfield Police and the 
ongoing work we have been doing to 
address anti-social behaviour in 
Southgate Green ward. 

We can assure residents and business 
owners in Southgate Green that follow¬ 
ing the rise in anti-social behaviour in 
the ward in June of this year and the 
reported damage to the newly-built play 
area, a plan has been developed by the 
local safer neighbourhood team to 
reduce incidents in the high road and 
nearby residential areas. 

We have agreed to respond to all 
reported incidents of anti-social behav¬ 


iour and all victims are contacted and 
visited by a member of the team. 

We have had a Dome Hawk camera 
and street light sensors fitted in the 
high road in the N11 area at the junction 
with Weld Place. 

Patrols by Enfield Estates Team have 
also increased in the area. 

The ward has also seen an increase in 
staffing which has provided additional 
officers to deal with offenders more 
robustly. 

Southgate Green SNT has gathered 
evidence to support the implementation 
of a dispersal zone and anti-social 
behaviour orders relating to four 
individuals. 

Since June the team has arrested more 
than 20 people for offences of criminal 


damage to motor vehicle, possession of 
cannabis, criminal damage to property, 
and proceeds of crime, money launder¬ 
ing, possession of controlled drugs with 
intent to supply, assault, and shoplifting. 

We have also issued fixed penalty 
notices for street drinking and riding on 
the footway, seized three vehicles and 
issued a warning notice to a youth 
concerning his manner of driving on a 
moped. 

The SNT continues to liaise with all 
those affected by this through regular 
CAPE meetings and daily patrols. 

We continue to work with our borough 
partners, residents and businesses to 
tackle anti-social behaviour.

Heartbroken mum 
calls for Ridgeway 
speed limit review 
after fatal car crash

THE family of a restaurant manager who was 
killed in a car crash in Enfield have called for an 
urgent safety review of a busy main road. 

The mother of Adem Mehmet says her “heart 
has been shattered” following the fatal collision 
in The Ridgeway, between Botany Bay and the 
M25, at about 1.30am on Saturday, August 24. 

The 24-year-old was driving to his family home 
in Edgware after working an evening shift at 
American-style restaurant TGI Friday’s Enfield, 
where he was a manager, when his Toyota 
MR2 is believed to have collided with an out-of¬ 
service bus and ended up in a ditch. 

He was pronounced dead at the scene. 

Adem’s mother Hulya, 48, paid tribute to her “one 
in a million” son. “He was the light of my life and 
my best friend,” she said. “He was just a hard¬ 
working, honest person. He had so much going 
for him, I can’t tell you. He was one in a million. 

“He always had a smile on his face and he 
would give you his time and help you if he could. 
His death has left a tremendous gap. All I can say 
is that my heart has been shattered.” 

Adem’s funeral took place on Monday. Sister, 
Shansel, 26, added that she felt “numb”. “He was 
more like an older brother in that he was a lot 
wiser than me and always guiding me,” she said. 


After studying law at the University of 
Westminster, Adem joined TGI Friday’s in 
February 2008, and worked his way up from 
waiter to barman, to trainee to general manager at 
the branch in Southbury Road. 

The restaurant has asked the family to donate 
the vest from his uniform, which is covered with 
badges marking various achievements, so it can 
be framed and displayed. Hulya added: “The 
tributes have been amazing. Everybody has 
written such lovely things. I am so touched.” 

She is calling on Enfield Council to urgently 
review its traffic measures on the stretch of The 
Ridgeway leading up to the M25, where the speed 
limit is the national limit of 60 miles per hour. 

She said: “We all got together and laid flowers 
there and I said we needed to say something to 
the council. We were just standing there and the 
cars were speeding down the road and skidding. 
They were screeching their tyres.” 

Cabinet member for environment Chris Bond 
said: “This was a serious road accident resulting 
in the tragic loss of a young life and my sympa¬ 
thy goes out to the parents. 

“We are working with the police and visiting 
the site with them to see if any lessons can be 
learned. However, following new guidance from 
the Department for Transport, the council started 
to review the speed limit in July. We expect to 
conclude our review by the end of September.”

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‘A very good man’ 
- friend’s tribute 
to minicab driver 

Ahmet, 54, was victim of collision

TRIBUTES have been paid to a “saint-like” man 
who died when his minicab was involved in a 
three-vehicle collision in Palmers Green. 

Ahmet Vural, 54, of Edmonton, was driving his 
green Ford Galaxy when it collided with a black 
BMW 3 series and a 29 bus near the junction of 
Aldermans Hill and Green Lanes in the early 
hours of Saturday, August 24. 

The father-of-one had been a driver for Station 
Cars, in Southbury Road, Enfield Town, since 
2005. And the company’s managing director 
Mehmet Combat told the Advertiser that his 
death had had a huge impact on his colleagues 
and friends. 

“He was like a saint to some of the drivers 
here,” said Mr Combat. “He was quite a religious 
person and was a very placid guy - the way he 
used to explain things to people so eloquently 
and always with a smile on his face. 

“Everyone who knew him - not just his 
colleagues but customers and friends - have been 
deeply affected by his death. Regular clients of 
his have even been donating money into a fund 
we set up here to help his family.” 

Ahmet leaves behind his wife of 12 years, 
Tuba, and an 11-year-old daughter. 

A close friend, Mehmet Cetin, who had known 
Ahmet for 25 years, added: “He will be very 
much missed by everyone who knew him. He 
was a very good man.”

A post-mortem gave the cause of death as head 
and chest injuries. An inquest was opened and 
adjourned at Barnet coroner’s court last week. 

The driver of the BMW, a 24-year-old man, has 
been arrested and released on police bail.

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Single mum’s fury over 
home schooling advice

A MOTHER has been given advice about 
educating her child at home after she failed to get 
a place at her local primary school. 

Eyla Ali, a single mum of The Mall, Southgate, 
is among a group of parents who have formed 
South West Enfield Action Team, which is 
campaigning for an increase in primary school 
provision in the south-west of the borough. 

She feels frustrated after missing out on a place 
for her four-year-old daughter Lara at Walker 
Primary School, which is located just a few 
hundred metres up the road from their home, in 
The Green, Waterfall Road. 

“The way it works is that special needs children 
get priority, then siblings of pupils at the school 
and finally the distance to the school counts - 
apparently I don’t live close enough,” said the 
3 5-year-old, who also failed to get Lara into 
Eversley Primary School, in Chaseville Park 
Road, Winchmore Hill. 

“It is ridiculous,” she told the Advertiser. “I 
want my daughter to go to a local school.” 

After she was offered and refused a place at 
Garfield Primary School, in Springfield Road, 
New Southgate, Ms Ali was sent an information 
pack from Enfield Council about educating her 
daughter at home. “It’s not an option,” she added. 
“I’d have to quit my job to do that.” 

The council, which last year embarked on a 
primary school expansion programme aimed at 
providing an additional 1,680 places by 2017/18, 
said all parents who applied on time were offered 
primary school places for their children in April. 

The new school year begins this week and there 
are currently 90 children whose parents or 
carers have not yet accepted the places they 
were allocated. 

Gonul Daniels, of Bourne Hill, a mother of 
two-year-old twins, who heads the campaign, 
said: “Members of our group live close to schools 
but have to go to as far as Edmonton because 
there are not enough places.

that Walker should be expanded and 
we support the early proposals for a 
new school in Grovelands Park.” 

The number of oversubscribed 
primary schools in the borough 
this year is 24.

Cat Hill campaign 
calls on residents 
to press mayor to 
halt development

THE fight against a 231-home development 
on the border of Enfield and Barnet rumbles 
on as a campaigner has urged residents to 
lobby the Mayor of London over the issue. 

Kim Coleman, of Mansfield Avenue, 
Barnet, is renewing calls for the community to 
band together against plans which would see 
several five-storey blocks and 59 terraced 
houses built in Cat Hill, Cockfosters. 

The developers of the site which was once 
home to a Middlesex University campus were 
given the go-ahead by Enfield Council’s 
planning committee in March - but Ms 
Coleman believes there is still a chance to stop 
the scheme by writing to Boris Johnson, who 
is currently looking at the authority’s decision. 

“The Mayor of London has said he will 
take into consideration the strength of public 
opinion over a planning issue,” she said. 

“I urge residents to write to him. Even if 
they have written already, I say write again.” 

According to Ms Coleman, the mayor’s 


office has the power to re-examine the deci¬ 
sion if questions remain. 

Although the development is a mix of social 
and affordable housing, Ms Coleman denies 
that opposition to the scheme is based on 
social snobbery or worries that house prices in 
an affluent area would be affected. 

“This is nothing to do with snobbery of any 
sort,” Ms Coleman insisted. 

“I agree that there is a need for affordable 
housing in north London, but there are far 
more suitable sites in Enfield. 

“It is about keeping our heritage - about 
keeping the beautiful green heart of north 
London. Not one resident has said to me, ‘My 
house value will go down’.” 

Ms Coleman admitted that while the 
decision by the council was a setback for the 
campaign, she was refusing to give up. 

She added that that even if the mayor backed 
the council’s decision, then campaigners would 
band together to launch a judicial review. 

“That will be the next step and at the 
moment we are in the process of gathering 
evidence for that,” she said.

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Synagogue saved 
despite dwindling 
numbers

A SYNAGOGUE has been saved after the 
congregation voted to keep the place of worship 
open, even though numbers are dwindling. 

After three members of the board of Palmers 
Green and Southgate Synagogue stepped down 
from their voluntary posts in May, more than one 
in ten of the congregation signed a petition call¬ 
ing on the United Synagogue, the body that gov¬ 
erns synagogues nationally, to close it down. 

However, at a special general meeting of the 
congregation called by the governing body on 
Sunday, the majority voted for the synagogue, in 
Brownlow Road, Palmers Green, to stay open. 

But one member of the congregation, who 
wanted to remain anonymous, fears that keeping 
the synagogue open - but depending heavily on 
the United Synagogue - will mean the Jewish 
community in the area simply melts away. 

He told the Advertiser. “With no new families 
coming to the area, unfortunately the congrega¬ 
tion numbers will continue to dwindle and the 
synagogue will eventually lose its relevance to 
the local community.” 

A spokesman from the United Synagogue said: 
“The special general meeting, which was called 
by members of the shul (synagogue), was carried 
out with respect and dignity. 

“In this case, the community has elected to 
keep the synagogue running and we will now be

informing the whole community of the result and 
asking for members to come forward and take up 
the leadership positions within the shul executive 
and on the board of management.” 

The spokesman added that without volunteers 
to help run the synagogue, much of the adminis¬ 
tration would fall to them. 

According to figures from the United 
Synagogue, Palmers Green’s male membership 
has dropped from 337 in 2000 to 180 today and 
the synagogue is in financial deficit.

History shows the English 
have no excuse to be bad 
at learning other languages 


A -LEVEL grades did not show an improve¬ 
ment this summer, so we missed the 
usual sneers from Conservative MPs 
about “grade inflation”. 

One statistic did catch the media’s eye - the 
ten per cent drop in the numbers taking foreign 
language A-levels, which was a cue for all those 
traditional jokes about the English being rubbish 
at languages. 

When I was working in London secondary 
schools, foreign languages were probably the 
most heartbreaking subject to teach. 

The teaching strategies that were then fashion¬ 
able required the pupils to speak the language 
aloud before they had a real idea of its structure. 
Boys, in particular, often found this irritating. 
In any case, which foreign languages should 
our schools teach? 

In other countries the choice is obvious - all 
children learn English. And not because it is the 
language of Shakespeare but because it is the 
language of global capitalism. 

But if English is your native tongue, which 
is the next most useful language? Spanish? 
Chinese? Arabic? 

It is simply not true that ordinary English 
people are naturally bad at learning languages. 
Take John Williams, the Edmonton missionary 
who was killed in Vanuatu in 1837, for example. 


An uneducated sheet metalworker, he was sent 
by the London Missionary Society to the Pacific, 
where he learned a number of local languages 
simply by living among the people. 

Williams went on to translate the gospels 
into the Rarotongan language - a task which 
necessitated not just learning Rarotongan but also 
inventing an alphabet in which it could, for the 
first time, be written.

Throughout the 19th century and into the 20th, 
there were thousands of English missionaries, 
many of them from humble backgrounds, who 
mastered exotic languages. 

We may not share their Christian piety, but if 
we want to learn a foreign language we can 
emulate their respect for native speakers and their 
determination to communicate.

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Join consultation 
on stop and 
search, says 
youth leader 



Speaking out: Youth

AN Edmonton youth worker is urging young 
people to participate in a consultation on police 
stop and search tactics. 

Denise Richards, head of young people’s ser¬ 
vices at Enfield Foyer, in Fore Street, Edmonton, 
which provides supported housing and advice for 
young people, says it is crucial those who have 
had negative experiences while being stopped 
and searched make their views known. 

Police officers have a range of powers to stop 
and search individuals, including on suspicion of 
a drugs offence, carrying a weapon, impending 
violence and terrorism. 

A consultation was launched on July 2 by 
Home Secretary Theresa May, who told the 
House of Commons of her concerns that people 
who have done nothing wrong are stopped too 
often and that young black men are targeted 
disproportionally, harming community relations. 

The consultation period has been extended 
from August 4 to September 24 and a more 
accessible online form was made available by the 
Home Office in late July. 


“My initial concerns were that the consultation 
time period was too short and that the documents 
were inaccessible to young people,” said Miss 
Richards. “Because of the negative experiences a 
lot of young people have with police and stop and 
search, they don’t trust the law and I felt more 
time was needed to explain the purpose of the 
consultation.” 

In March, an investigation by the Advertiser 
found that police in Enfield carried out 9,801 
searches in 2012 - a 44 per cent drop on 2011. 

Black people in Enfield were almost twice as 
likely to be stopped and searched than others. 

Miss Richards added: “Young black men con¬ 
tinue to be targeted disproportionally, often 
because they dress a certain way, and we really 
have to move on from that mindset. 

“And a lot of young people do not know how to 
complain when they feel they have been treated 
unfairly. They are often not made aware of their 
rights. I do believe in stop and search as a tactic, 
because it can save lives, but it must be applied 
proportionally and this consultation must involve 
a wide range of people.”

Nursery worker leapt into action after Romania trip

A NURSERY worker was so appalled by the 
misery she witnessed on a trip to Romania that 
she is gearing up for a fundraising extravaganza. 

Irena Kyriacou, 23, of Westerham Avenue, 
Edmonton, is single-handedly organising a 
Funday Sunday on September 15 in the parish 
centre of St Monica’s Church, in Cannon Hill, 
Palmers Green. 

All the money raised will be donated to 
building better orphanages for children in 
poverty-stricken conditions across the world. 

The 23-year-old nursery practitioner, who 
works at the King Fahad Academy in Acton, west 
London, was spurred into action after a charity 
mission to Romania, where she witnessed horrific 
conditions in state-run orphanages. 

“What we saw there was really upsetting,” 
Irena told the Advertiser. “The children are just 
secluded in their rooms all day. 

“They sleep on metal beds - it’s freezing cold 
and they barely have any clothes on them. There 
were hardly any carers looking after them and 
they were actually shocked to see people. 

“When we went into one room, three little 
children hid under the bed and one of them hit me 
because they just weren’t used to people coming 
into their rooms.” 

“There is not a day that goes past that I don’t 
think of those children.” 

Irena launched her fundraising mission after 
discovering the Little & Large charitable trust in 



Southgate - which works to upgrade and improve 
orphanages all over the world - and has devised 
a day of family fun and activities, even featuring 
the major celebrity attraction of Peppa Pig. 

As well as food, drink and games, she has a 
luxury raffle planned with one of the top prizes a 
signed Arsenal shirt. 

She added: “Since I was little I have always 
wanted to do things for people who haven’t had 
the same things as me - to make things a little bit 
better for others - and I hope we raise a really 
fantastic amount of money. Any help we can get 
would be fantastic.” 

Tickets do not have to be bought in advance 
and admission will cost £1 on the door. The fun 
will run from noon to 4pm.

Free childcare 


Residents association seeks younger blood 


available for 
two-year-olds 


PARENTS of more than 1,000 two- 
year-olds in the borough are now 
entitled to free childcare. 

The government has introduced 
the 15 hours of free education for 
1,300 of Enfield’s poorest families. 

The scheme has been rolled out 
for families who qualify for free 
school meals or those who are 
looked after by Enfield Council. 

Next year the free childcare will 
be extended to families who earn 
less than £16,200 and receive work¬ 
ing tax credits, as well as those with 
children who have been adopted, 
are in care or have a disability or 
special educational need. 

Marking the scheme’s introduc¬ 
tion Deputy Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg, pictured, said: “This free 
support is focused on helping the 
families who need it most. 

“All the evidence shows that if 
you take two children - two five- 
year-olds hanging up their coats 
next to each other on the first day 
of school - the poorer child will 
already be behind the better-off 
classmate before a single lesson 
has been taught. 


“Without this help, children suffer 
and the class suffers as teachers 
have to focus more of their efforts 
on children who are frustrated and 
left behind through no fault of 
their own.” 

The introduction of this scheme 
has forced the council to re-evaluate 
care provided at children’s centres. 

A consultation ended in July and 
the results are being analysed. 

The council is expected to make 
a decision soon on how many 
places for under-twos will be 
available in the future. 

The scheme is costing the gov¬ 
ernment £534million this year, pro¬ 
viding 130,000 children nationally 
with free childcare. 


PEOPLE living in Bush Hill 
Park are invited to the annual 
meeting of the area’s residents’ 
association.

the past, so we are ideally 
looking for younger people with 
more energy. 

“It’s an important part of civil 
society. Associations can act as 
an aid to solving problems.” 

Volunteers will be required to 
attend a monthly meeting and 
mujst be willing to help residents 
with issues that arise there, 
helping them to understand the 
systems of local authorities. 

The association also stages 
hustings for candidates during 
election periods. 

The meeting, on September 19, 
starts at 7.30pm.

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Nicole, nine, is a great inspiration

A YOUNG girl with a rare illness 
will be rewarded for her bravery and 
named most inspirational child in 
next week’s 2013 WellChild Awards. 

Nine-year-old Nicole Christou, 
from Winchmore Hill, was six when 
she was diagnosed with an arterio¬ 
venous malformation, which causes 
her to bleed from her nose, mouth, 
gums and eyes at any time. 

Nikki’s award came as a surprise. 
Her consultant dermatologist Mary 
Glover, from Great Ormond Street 
Hospital, secretly nominated her for 


exceptional courage. She said: 
“Nikki is remarkable in the way she 
remains calm and tries to make 
things better for those around her.” 

When the little girl found out 
about her award, she was very ill and 
decided to undergo a ninth operation 
last week so that she could attend 
the ceremony. 

“It feels so amazing that one of 
my doctors nominated me,” Nikki 
told the Advertiser. 

Nikki’s illness has caused her to 
lose sight in her right eye and miss 
out on much of her childhood as she 
is unable to go to school and play 
with other kids for fear of bleeding. 


The brave girl is recovering and 
looking forward to wearing her new 
purple and gold “bubble dress” to 
collect her award. 

The Butterfly AVM Charity, 
founded by her parents Tanya and 
George, was Nikki’s idea after she 
was diagnosed. 

The charity has raised more than 
£70,000 through donations, school 
fairs, baking, marathons and 
triathlons towards research into the 
condition at Great Ormond Street. 

Nikki has raised money by doing 
odd jobs, such as gardening and 
cleaning, for her neighbours. 

Her mother Tanya said: “She 


really is an inspiration. Despite all 
of this, her smile goes on. The treat¬ 
ments are keeping her condition 
under control, but there is no cure.” 

Her father George added: “It’s 
about awareness and support, not 
only for Nikki but all AVM 
survivors. There needs to be more 
research. We have hope through the 
hardship” 

The WellChild Awards are taking 
place next Wednesday at the 
Dorchester Hotel, in Park Lane, cen¬ 
tral London, and will feature royal 
patron Prince Harry and celebrity 
guests including singer Rod Stewart 
and comedian Russell Howard.

Musician staging show in 
aid of hospital where he 
had life-saving transplant

A MUSICIAN who had a double lung 
transplant just over a year ago will be 
celebrating his new lease of life with a 
fundraiser in aid of the hospital which 
treated him. 

Simon Cooper, 30, of South Lodge 
Drive, Oakwood, is organising Woodedz 
+ Support in aid of Papworth Hospital, 
in Cambridge. 

The live band night with a rock ’n’ roll 
flavour is taking place at the Dugdale 
Centre, in London Road, Enfield Town, 
on Saturday evening. 

Simon, who suffers from cystic fibrosis, 
underwent a life-saving double lung 
transplant operation at Papworth in 
August 2012. 

He plays the drums and is now using 
his musical connections in a bid to raise 


money for the hospital’s transplant unit. 

Saturday’s event will see Status Quo 
bassist John “Rhino” Edwards take to 
the stage with rock band Woodedz. 

And Simon’s own band Back to Square 
One, which also includes his father 
Paul, 52, as singer and guitarist, will also 
be performing. 

Simon told the Advertiser. “Before my 
transplant my lung capacity had gone 
down to 16 per cent. 

“I needed to wear oxygen support 24/7 
and I could only perform for around 45 
minutes before having to take a break. 

“At the moment my oxygen levels are 
now at 85 per cent, which is better than 
most people. The transplant has really 
changed my life.” 

Apart from giving something back to 
the hospital, Simon, who also had a liver 
transplant more than a decade ago, is 
keen to highlight the importance of 


blood and organ donation in saving 
the lives of people with conditions 
similar to his. 

He added: “For my operation to be 
successful the equivalent of 40 individ¬ 
ual blood donations were required. 

“I now spend quite a lot of time going 
to events to encourage as many people 
as possible to become blood and 
organ donors. 

“In Wales they are proposing to sign 
people up to the donor register by 
default and I think that is the way it 
should be.”

A GREAT-GRANDMOTHER, who has 
experienced a century in the borough, cel¬ 
ebrated her 100th birthday at her home, 
just metres from where she was born.

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film review 



About Time 
(I2A, 123 minutes) 

ALL good things must come to an end. 

As a writer and more recently a director, 
Richard Curtis has warmed the cockles of the 
nation’s heart with his rose-tinted romantic 
comedies which suggest that every bumbling, 
accident-prone Englishman gets the impossibly 
beautiful girl with a combination of expletives, 
dry humour and good fortune. 

Our love affair with Curtis started in 1994 with 
Four Weddings and a Funeral, which earned him 
an Oscar nomination for his screenplay, and it 
has continued unabated through Bean, Notting 
Hill, Bridget Jones’s Diary, Love Actually and 
various sequels. 


About Time is purportedly his final film (as a 
director - he’ll carry on writing) and it is a fittingly 
amusing and heartbreaking swansong. 

Set largely in London with occasional forays to 
the picturesque Cornish coast, this bittersweet 
romcom concerns not only saying goodbye 
to the people you love, but also bidding farewell 
to childhood and the safety net of a parent’s 
guiding hand. 

Admittedly, Curtis is guilty of old habits. 

His characters are almost exclusively white, 
and upper middle class and seem to be able to 
afford sizeable properties in the capital despite 
modest salaries. 

Once you accept that realism is a distant 
stranger to certain elements of the writing, About

Criminally disappointing

SOME stories do not sit comfortably o 
on stage. And I certainly got that idea 
when I saw Bonnie and Clyde: A New 
Musical Love Story. 

Written and produced by Linnie 
Reedman, and with music by Joe 
Evans, this musical version at the 
King’s Head, in Islington, fails to add 
to earlier versions of this tale of love 
and crime. 

Against the backdrop of the Great 
Depression in early 1930s America, 
Bonnie Parker and Clyde Barrow’s 
notorious crime spree generated 
enormous media coverage which 
embarrassed law enforcement and 
government officials across several 
southern states. 

The story was immortalised by 
Arthur Penn’s 1967 landmark film 
starring Warren Beatty and Faye 
Dunaway. 

Penn’s masterpiece is a road 
movie, in which the Barrow gang rob 
banks and grocery stores, steal 
dozens of cars and never stay 
anywhere for longer than one night. 

The basic plot remains in Reedman’s 
musical, but because the wooden 
stage does not change, it is hard to 
escape the idea that the characters 
are always in the same place. 

It also means that the audience is 
deprived of any of the bank rob¬ 
beries, shoot-outs and hit-and-runs 
which made the film so exciting. 


The first half of the show, which 
lasts two hours with a 15-minute 
interval, moves at a painfully slow 
pace and it is difficult to ascertain 
what drives Bonnie (Samantha 
Louise Clark) and Clyde (Tom 
Sword) on their crime-ridden path. 

Despite sporting a great haircut, 
Sword cuts an unconvincing 
criminal - and his romance with 


Bonnie fails to shine. It is also pecu¬ 
liar that Sheriff Frank Hamer (James 
Lloyd Pegg) - known for tracking 
down and killing the duo in Texas in 
1934 - is included in the story right 
from the start. 

The best performer is Blanche 
(Emma Jane-Martin), the preacher’s 
daughter married to Clyde’s brother 
Buck, who desperately tries to

persuade Bonnie and Clyde to leave 
their life of crime. 

This production is redeemed 
somewhat by Joe Evans’ jazzy 
music, with its acoustic delivery per¬ 
fectly suited for this intimate venue. 

Clyde picks up the saxophone 
from time to time - a historical detail 
cleverly added by Reedman. 

The King’s Head is a fine venue 
and in financial difficulty - it is a 
double shame therefore that this 
musical fails to inspire.

BALE SEALS 
REAL MOVE

GARETH BALE insists that he 
will look back on his time at 
Tottenham Hotspur with fond 
memories after finally complet¬ 
ing his world-record transfer to 
Real Madrid. 

Following protracted summer- 
long negotiations, the Welsh star 
made the move to Real Madrid 
for a reported £85.3million on 
Sunday and - despite the fairly 
acrimonious nature of his depar¬ 
ture - Bale was quick to express 
his gratitude at the role Spurs 
have played in his development. 

“I have had six very happy years 
at Tottenham, but it’s the right time 
to say goodbye,” he said. “We’ve 
had some special times together 
over the years, and Eve loved 
every minute of it. 

“I would like to thank everyone 
at the club - the chairman, board, 
staff, coaches, players and most of 
all the fantastic fans who I hope 
will understand this amazing 
career opportunity. 

“I am well aware that I would 
not be at the level I am today were 
it not for firstly Southampton and 
then Spurs standing by me during 
some of the tougher times and 
affording me the environment and 
support they have. 

“Tottenham will always be in 
my heart and I’m sure that this 
season will be a successful one 
for them. I am now looking for¬ 
ward to the next exciting chapter 
in my life, playing football for 
Real Madrid.” 

Chairman Daniel Levy made it 
clear that he was disappointed to 
see Bale leave, but that he felt he 


had no option other than to finally 
agree the deal. 

“Gareth was a player we had 
absolutely no intention of selling 
as we look to build for the future,” 
he said. “He is a player whose 
career we have fostered and 
developed, and he was only a year 
into his new four-year contract. 

“Such has been the attention 
from Real Madrid and so great is 
Gareth’s desire to join them that 
we have taken the view that the 
player will not be sufficiently 
committed to our campaign in the 
current season. 

“We have, therefore, with great 
reluctance, agreed to this sale and 
do so in the knowledge that we 
have an exceptionally strong squad 
to which we have added no fewer 
than seven top internationals. 

“We wish Gareth all the best in 
the future, and he will always be 
welcome at the Lane.” 

Tottenham ended the transfer 
window as the Premier League’s 
biggest spenders following Fri¬ 
day’s triple swoop which saw them 
sign Romanian defender Vlad 
Chiriches, Danish playmaker 
Christian Eriksen and Argentina 
forward Erik Lamela. 

And Lamela, who made his 
debut as a second-half substitute 
in Sunday’s 1-0 defeat at Arsenal, 
is delighted to have joined Spurs. 

“I’m really happy to be here,” 
he said. “It's a great move for me 
and I’m looking forward to doing 
my best for the team. 

“I like the English style of foot¬ 
ball, it’s very offensive and attack¬ 
ing and that’s how I want to play. 

“I have to adapt to playing in 
the Premier League as quickly as
